in regard to the working honrs of 
many of the employes, whi h went in­ 
to effect yesterday. 
Formerly there 
weje two working forces, one of which 
went to work at 4 o’clock a. rn., and 
the other at 4 o’clock p. rn, 
Now 
three shifts are at work, each with a 
run of eight hours. 
They go on at 6 
a. rn., 2 p. rn., and IO p. rn. 
There 
w ill be a shift each week, so th a t the 
men who go to work this week at 2 
o’clock will next week go on a t IO and 
so on, continually changing. 
After 
two days of trial, the men rather like 
the new scheme, but it is still too new 
to be spoken of authoritatively.'Under 
it the expectation is th at there will be 
no wasted tim e with the machinery 
and th at the plant will bs run np to 
its capacity all honrs of the day and 
night, while work will be given to 
many more men.
